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PREFACE. 



The following ''Questions on the Manual of Phonography" 
have heen prepared primarily with a view to impress upon the minds 
of the young at school, and of adults who are educating themselves, 
the principles of the Art of Phonetic Shorthand ; and secondarily to 
assist them in acquiring the Art of Composition. An easy and 
accurate style of expressing one's thoughts in writing, is an attain- 
ment of the first importance in the education of youth. It is hoth 
the sign and the instrument of advancement in learning. This art, 
like all others, is to he acquired only hy practice. Persons often fail 
to express themselves properly, because they have nothing to express. 
" The secret of good writing," says Goethe,* a master in the art, 
*' seems to be in this simple maxim : — Be sure you have an idea before 
yon attempt to express it. If you clearly comprehend in your own 
mind what yon wish, to communicate, nature and reason, together 
with a little practice^ will most certainly teach you how to say it in 
the most proper manner. " The Art of Phonetic Writing, by means 
of a shorthand alphabet, gives the student many new ideas : to ex- 
press these ideas in the facile and truth-telling characters of Phono- 
graphy, will prove one of the most pleasant and profitable exercises 
for training the miud to think, reason, speak, and write, correctly. 
The Questions are to be written out by the pupil, and furnished 
with answers by reading the respective paragraphs in the " Manual.*' 
The writing should be done in Shorthand as far as the pupil is able 
to do so by a previous study of the ** Phonographic Teacher ; " 
and instead of copying, for the answer, the words of the" Manual," 
the same idea should be expressed in other words, where it is possible. 

As a companion to these " Questions," and to the " Manual of 
Phonography," the pupil is recommended to procure a little work 
entitled '* Exercises in Phonography" {\d,), containing a series of 
words and sentences by the writing of which a thorough acquaintance 
with Phonography may be obtained.
